The majo r co ntro v ersy relativ e to rev ­ 
enue w as determ ined by the 76th Illino is 
General Assembly with the passag e o f a 
co m pro m ise rev enue packag e, including 
a split rate State Inco me Tax — 21 / r fo r 
indiv iduals and 4rr fo r co rpo ratio ns. The 
co nstitutio nality o f the Act w as upheld b> 
the Illino is Suprem e Co urt. In its o pinio n, 
which rev ersed the Co urt s 1933 decisio n, 
in which it held inco m e was pro perty and 
must be tax ed unifo rmly , the co urt said 
the Illino is Co nstitutio n co nfers the po wer 
ro the slate to impo se a tax o n the priv ­ 
ileg e o f earning o r receiv ing inco m e in o r 


as a resident o f Illino is. 
With the passag e o i this Inco me Tax 
Act and the decisio n o f the co urt, Illino is 
beco m es the 39 th State hav ing such a tax .

South Offers 
To Repatriate 
343 Prisoners 


PARIS (UPI)—South Vietnam 
offered today to repatriate 343 
sick and wounded North Vietna­ 
mese prisoners as a humanita­ 
rian gesture but was ignored by 
the Communists who accused 
the United States of trying to 
get Asians to massacre Asians 
throughout Indochina. 
The 
repatriation 
offer 
was 
made 
by 
South 
Vietnamese 
negotiator Nguyen Xuan Phong 
and 
was 
backed 
by 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
Philip 
C. 
Habib 
who lias tried unsuccessfully in 
the past to get the Communists 
to discuss the 500 American 
prisoners of war. 
Saigon offered last Nov. 13 to 
release 62 sick and wounded 
captives 
but 
that 
offer 
was 
turned down by Hanoi as a 
“ maneuver 
to 
slander 
the 
North.*’ Hanoi still refuses to 
acknowledge that North Vietna­ 
mese troops are even in South 
Vietnam. 
The brunt of the Communists’ 
charges 
was 
again 
directed 
against alleged U.S. escalation 
of 
the 
war 
in 
Laos 
and 
attempts to “ colonize” Cambo- 
dia. 
Hanoi’s 
Nguyen 
Mmh 
Vy 
accused the United States of 
bringing Thai troops to fight in 
Laos “ thereby getting Asians to 
massacre Asians.” 
The two Communist delega­ 
tions 
repeated 
charges 
the 
United States was sabotaging 
the peace talks, and renewed 
standing demands for a com­ 
plete. unconditional U.S. troop 
withdrawal and the removal of 
the present Saigon government 
prior to the holding of elections 
In South Vietnam. 
Habib said the South Vietnam 
proposal 
was 
“ unconditional 
with no strings attached . . . 
this Is an example of the sort 
action that is needed and can j 
be taken in regard to prisoners 
of war.” 
Phong said the Saigon govern­ 
ment’s proposal was proof of 
its “ concern for the fate of 
prisoners 
of 
war 
and 
its 
extreme good faith.” He said 
the prisoners were “ from units 
belonging to the North Vietna­ 
mese 
Communist 
army 
who 
were captured on South Vietna­ 
mese battlefields.” 
Habib, 
the 
only 
delegation 
chairman to attend the meet­ 
ing, said the South Vietnamese 
prisoner offer was “ a signifi­ 
cant decision.” 
The Saigon government pro­ 
posal followed weeks of U.S. 
pressure 
on

Communist 
delegations to open discussions 
on the prisoner of war issue.

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) — Illi­ 
nois Senate Majority Leader W. 
Russell Arrington has asked the 
constitutional convention to re­ 
strain “ unchecked court power” 
by restoring the General As­ 
sembly’s right, to impeach and 
investigate judges. 
“ While the existence of un­ 
checked court power in Ilbnois 
creates a serious situation, the 
solution available to this con­ 
vention is simple,” 
Arrington 
told the convention Wednesday. 
“ I recommend that you re­ 
store the General Assembly’s 
Investigating 
power over 
the 
judiciary,” the Evanston Repub­ 
lican said 
It was the second time Ar­ 
rington has addressed the 116 
delegates who will draft a new 
constitution for the state. 
Court Curtails Power 
Last year, a legislative com­ 
mittee attempted to investigate 
Illinois Supreme 
Court 
Chief 
J ustice Roy Solfisburg and J us­ 
tice Ray I. Klingbiel. 
The two judges were involved 
in a conflict of interest scandal 
over gifts of stock in a Chicago 
bank. They eventually re-signed. 
The Supreme Court ruled the 
legislature 
had no 
power to 
make 
such 
an 
investigation 
using public funds. The court 
previously took away the legis­ 
lature’s power of impeachment 
in c ase s of unfitness or impro­ 
priety. 
Arrington also asked the con­ 
vention to curtail the already 
j limited powers of the lieutenant 
I governor. 
| Lieutenant Governor’s Power 
He said that for some time 
I he has doubted whether the 
\ lieutenant governor is the “ ap- 
jj propriate 
official” to preside 
! over the state Senate. 
“ I would suggest that the con- 
\ stitution be changed to allow 
i right to elect its own presiding 
officer from among the mem- 
! bers,” Arrington said. 
In situations where there is 
j a tie vote in the Senate, the 
i lieutenant 
governor, 
as 
pre- 
Î siding officer, exercises oonsid- 
j erable power by being the one 
, to cast the tie-breaking vote.

The only other major function 
! the lieutenant governor serves 
is succeeding the governor in 
' the event he is disabled.
